Danger Warnings Given 


as Inhabitants Prepare! a 
To Save Lives, Property. 


HAVANA, Sept. 27.—(4)—The 
hurricane approaching Cuba appeared 
tonight tc be veering sharply to the 
east, Belen Observatory announced 
at 10:45 p. m. 

Observers said that in its new 
course the sturm would probably move 
inland near the town of Jucaro, Ca- 
maguey province. Jucaro is approxi- 

mately 300 miles east of Havana. 


Residents of the central and east- 


ern portions of the island were hastily 


evacuating thei. homes, confused by 
the uncertai: reports of the progress 
of the hurricane. 

Reports from Belen observatory 
warned that the center of the = dis- 
turbance was 150 miles directly south 
of Cienfuegos early tonight and that 
its full force probably would strike 
somewhere on the south coast during 
the early morning hours of Saturday. 

Cienfuegos, on the south coast, 18 
almost the east-west center of the 
island. 

Observers stressed 
during the hours of today 
had increased in intensity, 
in headway speed. 

Danger of High Seas. 

Father Mariano Guiterrez Lanza, 
observer at Belen, said that there was 
great danger of high seas along the | 
south coast, especially to the right 
and in the center of the disturbance.

These developments came at an em- 
barrassing moment for the government 
because of the growing sentiment, fre- 
quently referred to by government of- 
ficials in recent weeks, Britain must 
shortly rebuild her navy in order to 
insure her old maritime supremacy 
‘and adequately defend her widespread 
colonial interests.
